Peiping speoified that propaganda on the oooasion should stress 
opposition to US polioy toward Jap' an, US "obstruc tion" of the Kaesong talks,

Comment r Current Chinese Communist propaganda does not oommit the 
Peiping regime to the expulsion of UN f oroes from Korea or even to a renewed 
offensive, although it continues to warn the Chinese people that further 
Chinese operations in Korea may prove neoessary.
